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REMARKS 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's thorough consideration provided the present 
application. Claims 1-13 are now present in the application. Claims 14-25 have been cancelled. 
Claim 1 is independent. Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter

the indication of allowable subject matter by the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 14-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Song, 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0135264, in view of Park, U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2002/01 05247. This rejection is respectfully traversed.
